Educated in the Medford Public Schools, Mr. Alfred P. 
Pompeo went on to further his education at the State 
Teachers College at Salem, in 1939. Here he received his 
B.S. Ed. The following year, he acquired his Ed. M., from 
Tufts University. That summer, he attended Harvard Uni- 
versity and Boston University for summer sessions. 


Retiring after 39 years, Mr. Pompeo leaves an outstand- 
ing record of service to the City of Medford. He first came 
to Medford, as a teacher, in 1946, when he taught at the 
Medford Veterans Regional School for one year. After 
this, he moved to Medford High School as both an English 
teacher and a Guidance Counselor. In 1952 he left his 
position and went to the Boston University of Education to 
serve as a Teaching Fellow in Guidance. That same year, 
Mr. Pompeo was a Medford City Councilor and in 1956- 
1957, he served on the Medford School Comittee, and 
was elected Mayor for one term. On May 14, 1959, Mr. 
Pompeo returned to Medford High School where he was 
appointed Director of Guidance and Placement for Med- 
ford Public Schools. He retired on December 34, 1984, 
and is now working as a part-time consultant.
